Reports of Gas Inspector for weeks 
ending December 7, 14, 21 and 28, and 
for the month ending December 31. 
1929, were received and placed on file. 
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Jan. 6, 1930. 
To the Honorable Mayor and City Coun 
cil: 
Gentlemen— 

The Chief of the Fire Department, 
Hugo R. Delfs, has called my attention 
to the fact that a great number of false 
fire alarms have been turned in to the 
Department. 


Most of these were box alarms. To 
be exact, in October, November and 
December 57 were responded to. On 


the morning of Jan. 3rd, eight box 
alarms were turned in starting at 12:45 
with the first alarm and the last one 
at 2:51. 


The person or persons doing this ter- 
rible thing little realize the danger to 
life and limb, not only to the firemen 
but to the citizens as well. Added to 
that, the cost to the city, figuring an 
estimate conceded by experts, an aver- 
age of fifty dollars for each run. 

I would ask your Honorable Body to 
pass a resolution offering a substantial 


reward for the arrest and conviction of 
the person or persons responsible.

Memorandum to Commissioner Bice: 
In the matter of the application of the 
City of Lansing for more adequate 
protection at the Turner Street cross- 
ing of the tracks of the Pere Mar- 
quette Railway Company and the 
Michigan Central Railroad Company 
in Lansing, Michigan. 
File No. 7077-28. 


The writer begs to advise that an in- 
spection of the premises in question 
was made on December 23rd, at which 
time Councilman Harper, City Engi- 
neer Eddy and City Attorney Converse, 
representing the City of Lansing; Di- 
vision Engineer DeWesse. and Assistant 
Signal Engineer Lorenzen, representing 
the Pere Marquette Railway Company 
were present and heard in said matter. 

The Michigan Central Railroad Com- 
pany was not notified of the inspection 
so was not represented, the complaint 
being against the Pere Marquette .Rail- 
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way Company; however, in the final 
disposition of the case the Michigan 
(Céntral Railroad Company shal) have to 
be taken into consideration if additional 
protection is provided. 

Previous to the inspection an informa: 
meeting was held in the office of City 
Attorney Converse, at which time Mr. 
Converse advised that several accidents 
and many near accidents had taken 
place at the crossing within the last 
few months and numerous complaints 
have been made to the City Council] of 
the dangerous condition at the crossing, 
one otf which complaints came from a 
member of the Council who stated he 
personally came near getting hit by a 


train because of the actions of the 
watchman on the crossing. 
The councilman claims that the 


watchman seemed to be swinging his 
lantern across the tracks and not paral- 
lel to them and believing the way was 
clear proceeded onto the crossing and 
had then discovered that a train was 
very close and as a result he had to 
turn sharply down the tracks in order 
to keep from being hit. 

Mr, Converse also advised that but 
recently a pedestrian had been hit at 
the crossing. 

The railroad representatives advised 
they had no authority to state what 
their management would do in the mat- 
ter but would see that the crossing was 
guarded the full 24 hours of the day 
and that they had never had any com- 
plaint against the watchman; in fact, 
they had at numerous times checked 
them up to see that they properly 
guarded the crossing and yet had to 
discover any errors in their work. 

They further advised that every ef- 
fort had been made to stop the pedes- 
trian who was hit, as referred to by 
Mr. Converse. The watchman was in 
the center of the street and had stopped 
vehicular traffic and when he saw the 
pedestrian approaching the tracks he 
called to him to watch out for the 
train but the party paid no attention. 

City Attorney Converse advised that 
all the City Council wanted was some 
action to make the crossing as safe as 
was possible to make it and they would 
leave it to the Commission to decide 
what would remedy matters. 


The writer advised that as he saw it, 
two things could be done which might 
help matters: One was to shift the 
watchman around so that a younger 
man was on the crossing at night. or 
install flashing light signals on each 
side of the crossing and operate them 
manually, the watchman to start the 
signals working on the approach of 
trains or engines and then stand near 
the curb line near the crossing and 
stop any traffic which attempted to 
run the signals in the face of an on- 
coming train—this would give positive 
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advance warning to the public and 
would also protect the watchman 
against reckless vehicle drivers who 
would just as soon run him down as 
they take chances in running the cross- 
ing in the face of an approaching train. 

Mr. DeWesse advised that all three 
watchmen were about the same age and 
activity and that he believed one man 
was as good as another. 

The writer asked Mr. Lorenzen for an 
estimate of the probable cost of signal 
installation and was advised that it 
would cost around $1,000.00; this would 
include a short piece of main line track 
circuit which would cause advance 
warning to be given the watchman of 
the approach of trains in either direc- 
tion so that he could be in a position 
to start the signals and stop traffic well 
in advance of the train crossing over 
Turner Street. 

The writer observed that there was at 
jeast three Pere Marquette Railway 
tracks across the crossing and one track 
of the Michigan Central Railroad 
(Manutacturer’s Belt) and as the sig- 
nals will have to be placed at or near 
the curb line on both sides of the cross- 
ing facing the current of traffic, it will 
be necessary tuo take up the matter by 


correspondence with the Michigan Cen- . 


tral Railroad Company as well as the 
Pere Marquette Railway Company and 
request them to advise whether or not 
they will co-operate in the installation 
of signals at the crossing. provided the 
City pays 50 per cent of the cost. 


The writer is advised that the Pere 
Marquette Railway Company now pays 
ali of the vost of maintaining the 
watchman at the crossing and that the 
Michigan Central Railroad Company 
does not participate in any of the ex- 
pense, althgugh when any of their 
trains or engines pass over their tracks 
and the crossing, the watchman goes 
out on the crossing and stops oncom- 
ing traffic. 

It is found that on September 19, 
1917, the Michigan Railroad Co:nmis- 
sion ordered the Pere Marquette Rail- 
way Company to maintain a watchman 
at the crossing, for the full 24 hours of 
the day. no order appears to have been 
made against the Michigan Central 
Railroad Company over the crossing, 
but as the Michigan Central Railroad 
Company operates over some of the 
Pere Marquette tracks in the vicinity 
of Turner Street, it may be that in the 
payment for trackage rights to the 
Pere Marquette Railway Company, pro- 
tection of Turner Street is included; 
however, the matter of additional pro- 
tection should be taken up with the 
Michigan Central Railroad Company 
and the Pere Marquette Railway Com- 
pany and request them to advise wheth- 
er or not they will co-operate in the in- 
Stallation of manually operated flashing 
light signals and if they will, then the 
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matter should be brought to the atten- 
tion of the City Council of Lansing and 
they be requested to advise if they wil! 
pay 50 per cent of the cost of installing 
such signals. The approximate amount 
they would have to pay would be 
roughly $500.00. 

If all parties in interest agree that 
an order should be issued by this Com- 
mission requiring the installation of 
flashing light signals of the side of the 
street type on each side of the crossing 
and tacing the current of traffic, the 
railroad companies to pay 50 per cent 
of the cost and the City of Lansing 50 
per cent, the cost to the railroads to be 
adjusted between themselves, as they 
sO agree. 

In addition to the imstallation of man- 
ually controlled .signals, the order 
should require that an advance warning 
track circuit be installed on each side 
of the crossing, which track circuit 
Should cause an annunciator to oper- 
ate in the watchman’s tower window 
at the crossing, which annunciator will 
advise him of the approach of engines 
and trains so that he may start the 
flashing lignt signals operating.

MAYOIR’S MESSAGE 


January 13, 1930. 
Gentlemen of the Council: 

The function of government is to 
make those governed happy and con 
tented. It would seem that the age in 
which we live the people would give 
the problems of government a place of 
prime importance in their thoughts and 
discussions. On the contrary, the ordi- 
nary citizen has a flair for many things 
but his government is, us a general 
rule, not among them. It is true the 
citizen complains about the high cost 
of government, its corruption, its ineffi- 
ciency and its delays but he seems to 
feel he has performed his entire duty 
if he professes his contempt for politics 
and government. He doesn’t seem to 
connect the cost of government with 
the men he elects to office. It is a 
most significant truth that the mount- 
ing burden of taxation can only be 
halted by the curtailment of expendi- 
tures. By all appearance the average 
taxpayer does not take the interest in 
keeping in contact with his govern- 
ment which he did in times past. This 
is really an age of propaganda. The 
greatest barrier that city officials, in 
this age, have to contend with is propa- 
ganda started and pushed along by cit- 
izens who have selfish interests to pro- 
mote. Many times these interests are 

fovrdea and worthy of your care- 
ful consideration while others are prop- 
aganda favoring political organizations 
and class legislation and not impartial, 
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practical and pressing economical gov- 
ernment problems. 

The great problem confronting the 
business and labor interests of the city 
today is to secure and maintain co-op- 
eration among the friends of good gov- 
ernment; to inaugurate organizations; 
to restrict local government along busi- 
ness lines; to see that the public funds 
are expended in an economic and busi- 
nesslike manner. 

No more pressing obligation rests 
upon the business and labor interests of 
this city today than that of interesting 
itself in local government—not for the 
purpose of privilege or gain d:rectiy 
but in the interests of efficient and 
business like government, and the in- 
direct gain wulch will result 1n more 
reasonable tax burdens and conversely, 
greater public benefits from the bur- 
dens borne. 

It follows, therefore, that we should 
always strive to do what, in our judg- 
ment, is right in the conduct of public 
ailairs regardless of destructive cr.t- 
icism which may at times be directed 
towards our efforts by individuals or 
groups of individuals for selfish pur- 
poses. 


Law Enforcement 


It is essential that laws be obeyed in 
order to maintain the high plane of so- 
cial order now prevailing in the city. 
Laws should be enforced impartially. 
Any officer connected with the law en- 
turcing agencies of the city who is not 
in sympathy with the enforcement of 
any municipal, state or national law 
should sever his connections with the 
city and secure other employment.

Taxation is a paramount problem 
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with all taxpayers. Taxing home own- 
ers beyond their ability to pay is an 
unwise and unsafe governmental policy. 
It must be remembered that the mass 
of our people are workers who earn 
their bread and butter by the sweat of 
their brow and the tax dollar comes 
hard. The merchants and industriai 
directors pay the major portion of the 
city taxes, but we must bear in mind 
that the men and women who work in 
these institutions make it possible for 
them to do so. 


Delinquent Taxes 

During the past year the Michigan 
Electric Railway Company has paid, in 
addition to their regular taxes assessed, 
into the City Treasury the sum of $27,- 
500.00 which has been applied on its 
delinquent taxes since 1922, and there 
still remains due on this account the 


sum of $25,903.17, plus interest, which .— 


the company is paying at the rate of 
$2,500.00 per month. Altogether the 
company has paid since November, 1927, 
the sum of $62,000.00.

Parks 

At the present time we have a total oi 
639.6 acres of public park land located 
as follows: Potter Park and Sycamore 
Park, 207.9 acres; in the Bancroft, 
Groesbeck district, 171.5 acres; in the 
Moores Park and Francis Park District, 
118.8 acres; in the Red Cedar Golf 
Course, Tourist Camp and Ranney Park 
District, 96 acres and other miscella- 
neous districts including the downtown 
parks, 45.4 acres. 


The city owns 160 acres ot cemetery 
jand, 80 acres ‘in Mount Hope No. 1 
(Old Mount Hope Cemetery) and 80 
acres in Mount Hope No. 2 (new cem- 
etery). Lots in the new cemetery will 
be available sometime during the year. 

During the past year the Park De- 
partment planted 375 trees on the 
streets and 500 trees in the parks and 
on the river banks. Forty-five miles of 
trees were trimmed during the year. 

There were 845 cars in the Tourist 
Camp, income $422.50.

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Number of persons attending reun- 
ions at Moores Park, 15,450. 

Moores Park movie attendance, 3,300. 

Moores Park Swimming Pool attend-

A new animal building was construct- 
ed and the money for this has been 
provided for. During the past year a 
new recreational director was employed 
and one-half of his salary of $3,000 is 
paid by the city and the other one-half 
by the Board ot Education. 

In my opinion the money provided 
for the recreational department is be- 
ing well administered and the results 
will be far-reaching and will be re- 
flected in better health for our Lansing 
citizens and a greater degree of con- 
tentment. Let us assist in keeping the 
people playing in the outdoors. 

I would recommend that during the 
coming year further efforts be made tu 
secure the park located on West Mich- 
igan Avenue just south of the Durant 
factory, as this section of the city 1s 
greatly in need of park facilities. Sev- 
eral new baseball diamonds and tennis 
courts should be provided. The city 
owes Richard H. Scott and wife a debt 
of gratitude for the gift of a children’s 
playground and to J. G. Reutter for an 
electric fountain. 


Health—Contagion 
Health conditions during the past 
year have been very good and compare 
very favorably with other cities. The 
following is a list of the number of con- 
tagious diseases handled by the Health 
Department during the year just ended

The Emergency Hospital is jetting 
contagious cases very efficiently. The 
two most serious epidemics occurring 


during the year was an outbreak of 
Scarlet Fever, which was caused by 
contamination of milk, and Spinal Men- 
ingitis. The number of births during 
the year 1929, 1,992 and the number of 
deaths, 1.053. 

A better location for a City Clinic is 
desirable. 


Garbage Department 

Rice and Plant are still taking al! 
the garbage which is delivered to our 
central station. They have on their 
farm at Portland from twelve to fifteen 
hundred hogs all the time and the ar- 
rangements now in force should be con- 
tinued. 

The affairs of the Department are be- 
ing efficiently administered. 

After an exhaustive study of garbage 
disposal systems in operation through- 
out the country I believe we have one 
of the best in operation anywhere, serv- 
ice and costs considered. 


Fire Department 
During the year the Department re- 
sponded to 1,030 alarms, traveling a dis- 
tance of 5,106 miles. The total cost of 


‘upkeep for all motor apparatus was $3,- 


2u4,./U. Lhe value or buildings and 
contents where fires occurred was $7.- 


. 128,650.00. The loss per capita during 


the year was $.983 compared with $1.08 
in 1928, a very good gain and record. 

In the national fire waste contest 
Lansing headed the honor list for third 
class cities, Lakewood, Ohio, winning 
over Lansing by the slightest kind of a 
margin. 

During the year Central, No. 2, No. 3 
and No. 4 stations were repaired and 
are now in excellent condition. Interior 
repairs were also made which provided 
greater comfort and convenience for the 
men. Salary increases were granted 
third year men. 

A new fire station should be con- 
structed at Michigan and Hayford Ave- 
nues during the coming year and the 
south end station enlarged. 


Police Department 


Very few cities in the United States 
are as well lighted as Lansing. Ever 
since 1 have been connected with the 
city government it has been the policy 
of the Council to install boulevard 
lights on paved streets and to furnish 
the residential districts with proper 
lighting. This policy has been a great 
factor in assisting the policing of the 
city with a result that with the lightin: 
facilities which we have fewer police- 
men are needed, than in a city which is 
not so well lighted. We are also fortu- 
nate in having at our very door the 
State Headquarters of the State Police. 
In case of an emergency these officers 
could be called in within a few min- 
utes.

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With the above reasons stated and 
with increased efficiency I do not deem 
it necessary to burden the taxpayers of 
Lansing with the cost of a material an- 
nual increase in the number of officers. 
1 believe the policy pursued by the 
Ways and Means Committee and Coun- 
cil in years past has been wise and 
sound. 


Welfare 

During the past year 894 families have 
received aid from our Welfare Depart- 
ment. The Children’s Home is provid- 
ing shelter for from forty to fifty chil- 
dren all the time and the home is well 
managed.

A special investigator has been se- 
cured to assist Mr. Cook during the 
winter months. The director has as- 
sisted many men in getting employ- 
ment. 


Paving 


During the past year approximately 
five miles of streets were paved by the 
engineering department. Approximately 
five and one-half miles of streets were 
provided with curb. There are now 
within the city limits of Lansing 205 
miles of streets, of this 95.53 miles are 
graveled streets, 64.41 miles of pave- 
ment, and 45.06 miles of curbed and 
graveled streets. Approximately $300,- 
000.00 will be available for the 1930 pav- 
ing program and if we have a good year 
around six miles of pavement should be 
laid. 

At the primary election in September, 
1930, another bond issue should be sub- 
mitted to the electors for approval to 
provide for a paving program for 1931 
and 1932. Such a program is econom- 
suaily sound and I believe the electors 
will approve such a bond issue. It 
costs approximately $600.00 per mile an- 
nually to maintain graveled_ streets. 
This item is made up of grading, re- 
graveling and sprinkling. It is more 
economical in the long run to pave 
streets than to maintain graveled 
streets and in addition there is the ele- 
ment of comfort and satisfaction in the 
elimination of dust. 


Assessments 
In checking over the assessments of 
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personal property I discovered that cer- 
tain chain stores were considerably un- 
der assessed as compared with other 
stores in the same vicinity. I called 
the assessors into my office before they 
started making assessments at the be- 
ginning of 1929 and requested them to 
check into the matter of values of stock 
and fixtures on hand in certain stores. 
Some headway was made but I am still 
of the opinion that further adjustments 
need to be made along this line as L 
think there are still some chain stores 
businesses which are not assessed in 
proportion to other business places. I 
think it would be advisable for the 
council to select a committee to work 
with the assessors to check into this 
matter very closely prior to the time 
the Board of Review meets in June. 
Progress has been made in unifying 
assessments but there is still much 
room for improvement along this line 
and the assessors should give all avail- 
able time to this important line of work. 
Aldermen who will sit as a Board of 
Review in June may well -nake some 
comparisons in assessed valuations be- 
tween now and the time the Board of 
Review meets. 


Airport 

On November 6, 1929, a committee of 
citizens was appointed by the Civic Clup 
of the Chamber of Commerce to work 
with the Industrial Committee of the 
Counci] to recommend a pulicy to be 
pursued in securing an airport for Lan- 
sing at once. 

No report has been made. In the 
near future I will lay before you a pro- 
gram now under consideration if this 
committee does not solve the problem. 


Sewerage Disposal 
Work on our sewerage disposal sys- 
tem is progressing on,schedule. This 
program should be carried out without 
interruption. 


Grade Separations 
Some progress has been made by the 
Engineering Department in working out 
preliminary plans for grade separations 
at Washington Avenue and Michigan 
Avenue. The separation of these grades 
is one of the pressing economical prohb- 
lems for council to work out as soon as 
possible. My recommendations are that 
no time be lost in starting negotiations 

with the railroad companies. 


Cleaning Establishments 


I have called the attention of the 
Council to the danger which exists on 
account of certain cleaning establish 
ments located within the city limits bist 
nothing has been done. I repeat, 4t 
this time, a warning that disasters 4re 
liable to occur with the consequen Tre- 
sult that lives may be lost and 2rop- 
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erty destroyed on account of the mate- 
rials used in these establishments which 
are liable to cause explosions. 


Committees 


Committee work should be dispatched 
with due diligence and not undue haste. 

The right of petition by the people 
should never be denied. Ample oppor- 
tunities to be heard should readily be 
granted interested parties. 

Members of committees always should 
familiarize themselves with the subject 
matter under discussion before signing 
a report. It is not good official ethics 
for a committeeman to make the excuse 
that he did not understand fully a re- 
port he had signed. 


Charter Commission 
The Charter Commissioners recently 
elected, are working out a new charter 
for the city and when completed will 
be submitted to the electors for their 
approval or rejection. All city officials 
should give the commissioners all the 

assistance requested of them. 


River Banks 

Much discussion has been indulged in 
by citizens and clubs relative to the 
beautification of the river banks. This 
is commendable but it must be borne 
in mind, however, that the river banks 
are not public property but are owned 
by private citizens and until they be- 
come the property of the city, by pur- 
chase or condemnation, the council has 
no jurisdiction. When the interceptors 
have been laid along the river banks, 
in connection with the sewerage dis- 
posal system, it will be in order for this 
subject to be further dealt with. Should 
any work be done previous to the time 
this improvement is made a iot of our 
efforts would have to be repeated. 


Michigan Municipal League 


During the past three years the city 
has been a member of this association. 
One hundred eighteen Michigan cities 
and villages are now members and a 
full time office is being maintained at 
Ann Arbor. The secretary in charge is 
at your service and will furnish any in- 
formation which any city or village 
might require. 

One of the most beneficial items of 
legislation secured by the league for 
the cities and villages was the securing 
of $2,000.00 per mile annually for main- 
tenance of trunk line highways located 
within cities and villages. The total re- 
ceived by Lansing up-to-date is $27,- 
(38.15. At the last session o1 the legisia- 
ure the league prevented the passage 
© a bill which would have required the 
Cly to purchase all its supplies from the 
stae prisons, through a state board, and 
£48V¢ the city no choice to go into the 
open market for purchasing supplies 
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which the prisons could supply. An- 
other law was secured making personal 
taxes a first lien on all personal prop- 
erty assessed and said lien will take 
precedence over all other claims. This 
is a very beneficial law to cities and 
villages. The law was amended making 
registration of voters permanent thus 
eliminating the expense of re-registra- 
tion every four years. A law was 
passed, which provides for excess con- 
demnation which is also very beneficial 
to the cities. The league was success- 
ful in preventing the passage of Senate 
Bill 92 which bill provided that the 
Municipal Legislative body would have 
the right to use surplus funds of pub- 
lic utilities owned for the purpose of 
reducing the general tax requirements. 
‘nis was a biti which was anything but 
satisfactory to cities owning and op- 
erating their own municipal utilities 
such as the Electric Light, Power and 
Water Utilities of Lansing. 

I trust you will continue to support 
this organization as it now has plans 
which if consummated will secure jus- 
tice for cities and villages along the 
line of the division of the automobile 
weight tax paid to the state. 

The city has never appropriately ex- 
pressed its appreciation of the courag- 
wuus services rendered by the Veteraus 
of Wars in which our country has been 
involved. All the veterans organiza- 
tions are now closely allied and present 
a united front. 

Some appropriate memorial should be 
provided by our citizens where these 
organizations may have their headquar- 
ters and term it their home. 

I recommend that you give this mat- 
ter prompt and careful consideration. 

The year 1929 has been the most pro- 
gressive twelve months the city has 
ever experienced. Co-operation and op- 
timism have been prevalent everywhere. 
I solicit your continued co-operation in 
the administration of the affairs of the 
finest city in the country.

ORDINANCES 


Ald. Kircher introduced the following - 
ordinance which was read a first and 
second time by its title and referred to 
the Committee on Ordinances: 

An Ordinance to amend Paragraph 1, 
Subdivision A, Subdivision 5, Subdivis- 
ion 8, of Section 5, and Subdivisions A, 
D and J. of Section 8, of an Ordinance 
entitled, ‘‘An Ordinance to regulate and 
control the sale of milk and milk pro- 
ducts within the City of Lansing, and 
to provide for the inspection of dairy 
herds, dairies, milk plants, bottling sta- 
tions, ice cream factories and other pla- 
ces where milk or milk products are 
produced or sold. 

The City of Lansing Ordains: 

That the first paragraph of section 5 
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together with Subdivision A, 5 and 8 
of Section 5 and Subdivision A, D, ana 
J. of Section 8, of an Ordinance entitied, 
‘“‘An Ordinance to regulate and control 
the sale of milk and milk products with- 
in the City of Lansing, and to provide 
for the inspection of dairy herds, dair- 
ies, milk plants, bottling stations, ice 
cream factories and other places where 
milk or milk products are produced or 
sold, are hereby amended to read as fol- 
lows: 

Sec. 5. The following rules for the 
production, transportation, handling 

and delivering milk, butter and _ ice 
cream sold within the City of Lansing. 
The sale of raw miik except erade ‘‘A’’ 
or certified raw milk is prohibited in 
the city of Lansing, the same becoming 
effective ninety days from the adoption 
of this amendment. 

1. “‘A’’ If raw milk ts sold, whether 
grade ‘‘A’’ or certified the health of 
the cattle from which the same is drawn 
must be determined by the tuberculin 
test, the test for contagious abortion 
and a physical examination by a compe- 
tent veterinarian approved by the state 
live stock sanitary commission and city 
Board of Health. They must be tested 
ut least once a year and where reactors 
. are tound they must be removed and a 
retest of the herd conducted within six 
months. The milk inspector shall in all 
cases be notified before the tuberculin 
test is applied and after application the 
animals must be tagged in such manner 
as to supp.y a record of the examina- 
tion. All persons working in connection 
with the production or handling of milk 
to be sold to the consumers in Lansing 
as raw milk must submit to a physical 
examination by a reputable physician 
and file a card with the City Health 
Department showing them to be free 
irom ail communicable diseases as often 
as requested by the City Health Vepart- 
ment. 

Sec. 5. Subdivision 5. Cows must be 
housed in a separate compuartme;t from 
other animals. Said compartments must 
be entirely separated from compart- 
ments in which other animals are kept 
by tight partitions and tight fitting 
doors. At least four sqyuare feet of 
window light must be provided for each 
cow. All cow-stables or barns must be 
provided with a concrete or masonry 
floor properly sloped toward a gutter 
made of concrete and properly drained 
to facilitate cleanliness. 

Sec. 56. Subdivision 8. Milk must be 
removed as soon as drawn to milk house 
which must not be located directly in 
connection with the barn. The milk 
house must be constructed with a prop- 
erly drained concrete floor, smooth 
walls and ceiling and adequate window 
light. It must be protected from flies 
and rodents. Milk must be _ strained 
through a sterile cotton or other effic- 
ient strainer, and be cooled within one 
hour to 55 degrees F. or less. It must 
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b2 kept covered and be held below 55 
degrees F. at all times except during 
pasteurization, until delivered to the 
consumer. 

Sec. 8 Subdivision ‘‘A.’’ Contains 
any preservative whatever, or any vis- 
ible sediment. 

Subdivision ‘“‘D.’’ Has, if milk less 
than 3% per cent butter fat or less than 
12.5 per cent of total milk solids, or if 
ice cream less than 8 per cent butter 
fat if fruit ice cream, or less than 10 
per cent butter fat if plain or flavored 
ice cream. If Skimmed milk is sold the 
specific gravity at 60 degrees F. must 
be between 1.032 and 1.087. Coffee 
cream must not contain less than 18 per 
cent butter fat. 

Subdivision ‘‘J’’ dive by test more 
than 50,000 bacteria per cubic centime- 
ter if raw, whole milk, 50.000 bacteria 
per cubic centimeter if pasteurized milk, 
100,000 bacteria per cubic centimeter if 
raw cream, and 100,000 bacteria per 
cubic centimeter if pasteurized cream.

to call your attention, and crave your 
assistance or advice in the matter. 

Greenlawn Avenue runs east and 
west from Cedar Street on the east to 
Washington Avenue on the west. It 
runs along the Sanitarium property 
for severel blocks before intersecting 
with Washington Avenue. The point is 
here: This street is graded from Ce- 
dar Street to the old right-of-way of 
the abandoned interurban track run- 
ning between Lansing and Jackson. It 
is also gravelled and in good repair 
west of the old right-of-way to Wash- 
ington Avenue. The only obstruction 
to travel and the only thing that pre- 
vents this street from being the most 
direct road between Cedar Street and 
Washington Avenue south of Mount 
Hope Avenue is the obstruction caused 
by the right of way. Were this opened 
it would be of great benefit to all that 
part of the city lying south of Mount 
Hope Avenue. 


The writer owns two lots abutting 
Greenlawn Avenue and several lots im- 
mediately adjacent thereto. I am nat- 
urally interested and vitally so. I be- 
lieve~ that with the facts before you 
you would be willing to assist us in se- 
curing the opening of this street across 
the interurban right-of-way. 


I am writing you because 1 know 
you better than anybody else con- 
nected with the city government, and 
know that you will at last advise me 
as. to the best course to pursue in 
bringing about the improvement men- 
tioned.

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P. S.—I might add that when Green- 
croft Subdivision was made a part of 
the City of Lansing some twelve years 
ago the streets in the subdivision were 
narrow but well graded and intended 
only for residence streets. 

The large building operations of the 
County lying just south, during the 
past winter necessitated a great deal of 
heavy trucking, and this trucking was 
done entirely over the narrow, well- 
graded strets in Greencroft. They are 
practically ruined. At least to the ex- 
tent of necessitating either paving or 
regravelling. 

The county buildings are by no 
means completed and the same heavy 
trucking on these narrow streets will 
confront us again in the spring unless 
Greenlawn Avenue is opened in the 
manner heretofore indicated. If it is it 
will furnish a direct thoroughfare to 


‘the sanitarium. 


The expense will by no means be 
great. It simply involves a matter of 
gravelling perhaps a block in extent, 
to-wit: Across the abandoned right- 
of-way and perhaps a half block on 
either side of same. 

The Greencroft' streets, to-wit: 
Strathmore Road and Kensington Road, 
are closely built up and there is a very 
large child population along those 
streets. With constant heavy trucking, 
and owing to their narrow and wind- 
ing condition the danger to small chil- 
dren living on such streets is exceed- 
ingly great and this in itself should 
prompt a diversion of traffic, in so far 
as possible, to a street less dangerous.

ORDINANCES 


Ald. Hagameir introduced the follow- 
ing ordinance which was read a first 
and second time by its title and refer- 
red to the Committee on Ordinances: 

An ordinance to amend Section 31.7 
of an ordinance entitled, ‘‘An Ordin- 
ance regulating all matters concerning 
or pertaining to the Construction, Al- 
teration, Repairs or Additions to, Re- 
modeling, Use Maintenance or Occu- 
pancy of Buildings or their Parts or 
Contents and €tructures of Every Na- 
ture including the Storage and use of 
Infiammable Liquids and other readily 
Combustible or Explosive Substances 
in the City of Lansing, Michigan; Pro- 
viding for Condemnation and Stoppage 
of the use thereof, and wrecking of the 
same. Creating the Offices of Build- 
ing Commissioner, Assistant Building 
Commissioner, and City Electrician, 
and providing for the Office of the 
Building Department, repealing all 
former ordinances conflicting herewith. 

THE CITY OF LANSING ORDAINS: 

Section 1. That Section 31.07 of an 
Ordinance entitled ‘‘An Ordinance regu- 
lating all matters concerning or per- 
taining to the Construction, Alteration, 
Repairs or Additions to, Remodeling, 
Use Maintenance or Occupancy of 
Buildings or their Parts or Contents 
and Structures of Every Nature includ- 
ing the Storage and use of Inflam- 
mable liquids and other readily com- 
bustible or explosive substances in the 
City of Lansing, Michigan; Providing 
for Condemnation and Stoppage of the 
use thereof, and wrecking of the same. 
Creating the offices of Building Com- 
missioner, Assistant Building Commis- 
Sioner and City Electrician, and provid- 
ing for the office of the Building De- 
partment, is hereby amended to read as 
follows: 

Section 31.07 Awnings or Marquises: 
Fixed awnings or marquises cunstruct- 
ed entirely of incumbustible material 
when erected over the entrance of a 
building may project into streets only 
when not less than eight (8) feet cix 
(6) inches above the sidewalk level. 
Such awnings or marquises shall not 
project more than the width of the side- 
walk and not more than ten feet (10) 
and shall not be more than twenty (20) 
feet long. Provided, that the City 
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Council may by resolution grant 4 per- 
mit for the construction of a marquise 
of more than twenty (20) feet in length 
under such terms, regulations and con- 
ditions as may be prescribed by such 
council, when the request therefore 1s 
accompanied by pians and specifications 
of such proposed marquise approved by 
the City Building Commissioner as to 
its safe construction. Such marquises 
shall be supported entirely on the 
building on which they are erected and 
there shall be no posts, brackets, or 
other obstacles located on public prop- 
erty less than eight (8) feet six (6) 
inches above the sidewalk level. 

No such fixed awning or marquise 
shail carry any sign, words, or adver- 
tising device thereon unless the bottom 
of such awning or marquise is at least 
twelve (12) feet above the grade of the 
street. In such cases the size and char- 
acter of the sign shall be as required 
for projecting signs in article 27. 

Movable awning of cloth supported 
on metal frames may project into 
streets when lowered for use. No such 
awning shall project into any street 
more than six (6) feet and the lowest 
part ot such awning which projects in- 
to the street when in use shall be at 
least seven (7) feet and six (6) inches 
above the level of the sidewalk. Such 
awnings shall not be limited in length.

ORDINANCE 

Ald. Kircher introduced the follow- 
ing ordinance, which was read a first 
and second time by its title and re- 
ferred to the Committee on Ordinances: 
An Ordinance to regulate and license 

hawking and peddling and the sale of 
goods, wares and merchandise froin 
house to house and from place to 
place in the City of Lansing, to pro- 
vide a penalty for a violation of the 
terms thereof, and to repeal all ordi- 
nances heretofore passed regulating 
hawking and peddling. 

The City of Lansing ordains: 

Section 1. It shall hereafter be un- 
fawful for any person, firm or corpora- 
tion to sell any goods, wares or mer- 
chandise within the corporate limits of 
said city by hawking or peddling the 
same or to sell the same in any street, 
lane, alley, loading dock, the city mar- 
ket or in any public place in said city 
or to carry any such goods, wares and 
merchandise about said city from house 
to house or from place to place for the 
purpose of selling the same by hawk- 
ing or peddling; or to take orders from 
house to house or from place to place 
for any such goods, wares and mer- 
chandise to be thereafter delivered un-

less such person, firm or corporation 
shall first obtain from the said City of 
Lansing a license for such purpose. 
Section 2. This ordinance shall not 
apply to the sale of fruits, vegetables, 
grains or other farm or garden produce 
raised on premises owned or occupied 
by the person selling the same at the 
city market nor to the sale of such pro- 
duce by such persons by carrying the 
same from place to place or from house 
to house in said city; nor shall this or- 


dinance apply to commercial travellers © 


employed by wholesale houses in the 
selling of staple articles of merchan- 
dise to merchants of said city for the 
purpose of resale at retail by such mer- 
chants; nor shall this ordinance apply 
to persons selling milk; nor shall this 
ordinance apply to the delivering of 
goods sold by business houses of the 
city; nor shall this ordinance apply to 
sales for charitable purposes by resi- 
dents of the city. But this ordinance 
shall apply to bakeries selling and de- 
livering bread either at wholesale or 
retail and shall apply to persons, firms 
or corporations selling and delivering 
oe age at wholesale as well as at re- 
tail. 

Section 3. Any person, firm or cor- 
poration desiring to hawk or peddle 
goods, wares and merchandise or to sell 
the same within said city of Lansing or 
to transact any business referred to in 
section one of this ordinance shall ap- 
ply to the city clerk of said city and re- 
ceive trom said clerk a license in such 
form as tne clerk may prescribe auth- 
orizing such person, firm or corvoration 
to sell goods, wares and merchandise by 
hawking and peddling the same from 
place to place and from house to house 
and in any of the public places of said 
city except as hereinafter provided. The 
application for such license shall be in 
writing upon such form as the city 
clerk may prescribe and shall set forth 
the full name of the applicant. his 
residence, and one or more references 
and shall be accompanied by the fee 
hereinafter prescribcd which shall be 
returned to applicant in the event that 
no license is issued to him. 

Section 4. Licenses hereunder shall 
be of two classes. First: license for 
one year. Second: License for one day. 
Fcr a yearly license the fee shall be 
$100.00 and for a daily license the fee 
shall be $10.00. 


Section 5.° In the event that such 
goods, wares and merchandise are 
handled in any vehicle, said vehicle 
Shall have securely attached to each 
side thereof a metal tag bearing the 
number of said license in figures at 
least two inches high. Said tags shall 
be furnished by the city clerk and the 
expenses of providing them shal] be 
paid out of the funds received as fees 
hereunder. If more than two of such 
tags are required by any licenses the 
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expenses of such extra tags shall be 
borne by the applicant. 

Section 6. Any person, firm or cor- 
poration who has been licensed under 
this ordinance shall exhibit said license 
to any member of the police force ot 
said city upon demand. A refusal to 
exhibit the same when demanded by 
any member of said police force shall 
be deemed prima facie evidence that 
such person is not the holder of such a 
license. 

Section 7. Any person, firm or cor- 
poration who shall violate any of the 
provisions of this ordinance shall, upon 
conviction thereof, be punished by a 
fine of not less than Ten Dollars and 
not exceeding Fifty Dollars and the 
costs of prosecution, and in default o} 
the payment of such fine and costs such 
person, so convicted, shall be confined 
in the county or city jail until such 
fine and costs are paid not exceeding 
the term of ninety days. 

Section 8. All ordinances and parts 
of ordinances contrary to the provis- 
ions hereof are hereby repealed, and 
all former ordinances passed by said 
city which regulate and license hawking 
and peddling are hereby repealed, in- 
cluding ordinances number 109 of said 
city of Lansing, passed on April 11, 
1927.

The 
returns to the county treasurer reveal 
the fact that real estate tax returned 
to the county treasurer unpaid was 
$561,831.76 and the personal property

divers suggestions and objections by 
such persons so interested, at the time

ORDINANCES 


Ald.Kircher introduced the following 
ordinance which was read a first and 
second time by its title and referred to 
the Committee on Ordinances: 

An Ordinance to license and regulate 
auctioneers and those selling property 
at auction. 

THE CITY OF LANSING ordains: 

Section 1. No person, persons or 
corporation shall sell or offer for sale. 
at public auction, or cause or permit to 
be sold or disposed of, in the City of 
Lansing at public auction, any goods, 
wares, merchandise, or personal prop- 
erty (no matter whether the same 1s 
their own property or the property of 
some other person, persons, firm or cor- 
poration) without first obtaining from 
the city clerk of the City of Lansing, 
a license to conduct said sale. This or- 
dinance shall not apply to the selling of 
property under legal process or under 
mortgage or order of any court. 

Section 2. Any person, persons, firm 
or corporation applying for a license 
for the sale at public auction of goods, 
wares, merchandise and persona! prop- 
erty, shall furnish to the city clerk of 
the city of Lansing, a written applica- 
tion for license, signed by the person, 
persons, firm or corporation intending 
to make said sale, designating the prop- 
erty proposed to be sold at such sale, 
the place (street and building number) 
where such sale is to be held, and the 
dates and the hours of each day that 
said sale is to be held. Goods, wares, 
merchandise, personal property which 
are not at the time said inventories are 
filed with the city clerk in or on the 
premises where said sale is to be held. 
shal! not be offered for sale or sold at 
saii auction. There shal] also be fur- 
nished to said city clerk with said ap- 
plication, two (2) complete itemized 
copies of inventory of the property pro- 
posed to be sold under said license 
which said inventory suall contain a 
description sufficiently definite so that 
from the description in such inventory 
the property therein described can be 
determined and identifieu and each of 
said inventories shal] have attached 
thereto an affidavit stating among oth- 
er things the following: ‘‘The property 
in the attached inventory is the onlv 
property proposed to be sold or offered 
for sale at said public auction and said 
property and all thereof of (state name 
and owner).’’ 


Section 3. A fee of one dollar shall 
accompany said application for license, 
which fee shall be retained by said 
city clerk for the use of the City of 
Lansing. If in all respects the fore- 
going provisions of this ordinance have 
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been complied with by said applicant 
or applicants for such license, said city 
clerk shall issue such license. Said 
license shall not be granted for any 
greater number of days than the num- 
ber of days designated in the applica- 
tion for license on which such sale is to 
be held, and in no event shall such 
license be granted for more than ten 
(10) days beginning with the first day 
of sale mentioned in such application 
for license, nor shall any auction sale 
be conducted later than nine o’clock 
p. m. 

Section 4. The city clerk of tne City 
of Lansing shall notify the chief of 
police of such sale, and the chief of po- 


lice shall select and furnish for each — 


public auction, licensed to be held un- 
der this ordinance, an inspector who 
shall attend such auction sale during all 
of the time said sale is conducted, to 
which inspector the city clerk shall 
furnish one copy of said inventory filed 
with said city clerk at the time said ap- 
plication is filed. Said inspector shall, 
as said auction sale progresses, check 
on said inventory, and make in writing 
a list of each article offered for sale, 
and sold, at such sale. No goods, 
wares, merchandise or personal prop- 
erty, shall be offered for sale, nor sold, 
at said auction sale, unless the same 
appears in said inventory filed with 
said city clerk. Said applicant or ap- 
plicants shall daily pay to said inspec- 
tor the sum of seventy-five (75) cents 
per hour for each hour said sale is held, 
but a minimum payment of five dollars 
for each and every day must be paid, 
or caused to be paid, by said applicant 
or applicants to said inspector; said 
fees shall not be payable for or to such 
inspector unless such inspector daily 
actually attends such sale, and said 
inspector shall promptly pay said fees 
to the city treasurer of said City of 
Lansing. 


Section 5. Said inspector shall daily 
report to said city clerk any goods, 
wares, merchandise and personal prop- 
erty which were offered for sale, or 
so'd, at said auction sale, and which 
were not contained in said inventory 
filed with license application. If any 
goods, wares, merchandise, personal 
property are offered for sale, or sold at 
such auction sale, which are not de- 
scribed in said inventory, the act of 
offering the same for sale, or selling 
same, ai such public auction, shall, of 
itself, coincident with such offer, re- 
voke and make void said license, and 
constitute a violation of this ordinance. 

Section 6. The said city clerk shall, 
at the expense of saiad City of Lansing, 
provide for the use of the public, ap- 
plication blanks and forms of license 
meeting the requirements of this ordi- 
nance. 

Section 7. The following acts, omis- 
sions, and practices in connection with 
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public auction sales, conducted under 
this ordinance, in addition to these 
others herein enumerated, are hereby 
prohibited, and the commission of any 
of the same shall be deemed a violation 
of this ordinance. 

(a) The use of deceit, fraud or mis- 
representation in the sale of or offering 
for sale, any goods, wares, merchan- 
dise or personal property. 

(b) The use of false bidders, ‘‘cap- 
pers’’ and ‘‘puffers.’’ 

(c) The use of bells, buzzers or any 
variety of mechanical instrument that 
attract attention to an auction. 

(d) The use of any false or mislead- 
ing advertising matter relating to the 
kind or quality of any goods, wares, 
merchandise, or personal property to 
be sold at public auction. 

(e) The substitution of an unlicensed 
auctioneer in the place of a licensed 
auctioneer. 

({) The failure of an auctioneer at 
an auction sale to exhibit an auc- 
tioneer’s license to any police officer or 
city official, upon demand, at the place 
where said auction is conducted. 

Section 8. No license under this or- 
cinance shall be granted to any person 
under the age of twenty-one years. 

Section 9. This ordinance is not in- 
tended to, nor does it relieve or dis- 
pense with the necessity of each and ev- 
ery auctioneer conducting an auction 
complying with the ordinances of said 
City of Lansing and the laws of the 
State of Michigan relating to auc- 
tioneer’s licenses. 

Section 10. This ordinance, among 
other things, is intended to prevent ap- 
plicant or applicants for license, from 
selling at auction, goods, wares, merch- 
andise and personal property which 
during the days said auction sale is 
conducted and immediately before said 
sale are brought into this city for the 
purpose of selling the same at public 
auction under the guise and cover that 
the same are goods, wares, merchandise 
and personal property which the appli- 
cant had within the City of Lansing be- 
fore and at the time of filing such ap- 
plication for license; and is further in- 
tended to prevent the public from being 
deceived in bidding at auction sale or 
sales upon goods, wares, merchandise 
and personal property which were not 
in the City of Lansing at the time such 
application for license was filed. 

section 11. The passage of this or- 
dinance is in the interest of public mor- 
a's and welfare. and for the prevention 
of deceit, misrepresentation and fraud 
in the selling of goods, wares, merchan- 
dise and personal property at public 
auction. 

Section 12. In addition to any other 
penalties or restrictions provided in 
this ordinance, any license granted un- 
der the provisions hereof shall not be 
transferable, and shall contain a pro- 
vision providing for the temporary re- 
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vocation of said license by the city 
clerk during the interim between the 
meetings of the city council. Whenever 
the applicant or licensee shal] have vio- 
lated any of the provisions of this or- 
dinance, and whenever any such license 
shall have been revoked by the city 
clerk because of a violation of the or- 
dicance, the city clerk shall report his 
action thereon at the next regular meet- 
ing of the city council, and such license 
shall then be revokable by the city 
council at pleasure. 


Section 18. Any person, persons, firm 
or corporation, who shall violate any of 
the provisions of this ordinance, shall 
upon conviction for each offense be 
subject to a fine not exceeding one hun- 
dred dollars, or be confined in the city 
or county jail for a period not exceed- 
ing ninety days, or both such fine and 
imprisonment, in the discretion of the 
court. 

Section 14. If any of the provisions 
of this ordinance are declared invalid 
by any court of competent jurisdiction, 
such invalidity shall not effect any re- 
maining provisions hereof. 

Section 15. This ordinance is de- 
clared to be necessary to the public 
peace, health and welfare of the City of 
Lansing and is therefore ordered to 
take immediate effect.

For the purpose of this ordi- 
nance the words ‘food establishment’ 
shall include restaurants, lunch 
stands, cafes, dining rooms, ice cream 
parlors, public or private markets, 
stalls, shops, stores, storehouses, 
cold storage plants, carts, wagons, or 
any other place or places in or from 
which meat, milk, ices, beverages, or 
any provision intended for human 
consumption is kept, handled or 
stored.’’ 

‘*Provided, however, this ordinance 
does not include persons, firms or 
corporations who sell pop corn, fac- 
tory wrapped candy and nuts and no 
other food stuffs, nor does it include 
dairies, creameries, ice cream plants, 
or milk plants, or any place where 
milk or milk products are handled 
exclusively. Nor does it include ira- 
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ternal, religious or social organiza- 
tions who do not make a business of 
conducting a food establishment.’’

ORDINANCE 


An ordinance to regulate and license 
hawking and peddling of fruits and 
vegetables and the sale of fruits and 
vegetables from house to house and 
from place to place in the City of 
Lansing, and to provide a penalty for 
a violation of the terms thereof, and 
to repeal inconsistent ordinances. 
The City of Lansing ordains: 

Section 1. It shall hereafter be un- 
lawful for any person, firm or corpo- 
ration to sell any fruits or vegetables 
within the corporate limits of said city 
by hawking or peddling the same or to 
sell the same in any street, lane, alley, 
loading dock, the city market or in any 
public place in said city or to carry any 
such goods, wares and merchandise 
about said city from house to house or 
from place to place for the purpose of 
selling the same by hawking or ped- 
dling or selling the same at retail or 
wholesale or to take orders from house 
to house or from place to place for any 
such fruits or vegetables, to be there- 
after delivered unless such person, 
firm or corporation shall first obtain 
from the said City of Lansing a license 
for such purpose. 


Section 2. This ordinance shall not 
apply to the sale of fruits or vegetables, 
raised on premises owned or occupied 
by the person selling the same at the 
city market nor to.the sale of such pro- 
duce by such persons by carrying the 
same from place to place or’ from 
house to house in said city; nor shall 
this ordinance apply to the delivering 
of fruits or vegetables sold by retail 
grocers of the city; nor shall this or- 
dinance apply to sales for charitable 
purposes by residents of the city. 

Section 3. Any person, firm or cor- 
poration desiring to hawk or peddle 
fruits or vegetables or to sell the same 
within the said City of Lansing in the 
manner referred to in section one of 
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this ordinance shall first apply to the 
City Clerk of said city and receive from 
said clerk a license in such form as the 
clerk may prescribe, authorizing such 
person, firm or corporation to sell fruits 
and vegetables by hawking and ped- 
dling the same from place to place and 
from house to house and in any of the 
public places of said city. The applica- 
tion for such license shall be in writ- 
ing upon such form as the City Clerk 
may prescribe and shall set forth the 
full name of the applicant, his residence, 
and one or more references and shall 
be accompanied by the fee hereinafter 
prescribed which shall be returned to 
the applicant in the event that no li- 
cense is issued to him. 


Section 4. Licenses hereunder shall 
be of two classes. First: Licenses for 
one year. Second: Licenses for one 
day. For a yearly license the fee shall 
be $100.00 and for a daily license the 
fee shall be $10.00. 


Section 5. In the event that such 
fruits and vegetables are handled in 
any vehicle, said vehicle shall have se- 
curely attached to each side thereof a 
metal tag bearing the number of said 
license in figures at least two inches 
high. Said tags shall be furnished by 
the City Clerk and the expense of pro- 
viding them shall be paid out of the 
funds received as fees hereunder. If 
more than two of such tags are re- 
quired by any licensee the expense of 
such extra tags shall be borne by the 
applicant. 


Section 6. Any person, firm or cor- 
poration who has been licensed under 
this ordinance shall exhibit said license 
luv an iwerioer of the police force of 
said city upon demand. A refusal to 
exhibit the same when demanded by 
any member of said police force shall 
be deemed prima facie evidence that 
such person is not a holder of such a 
license. 


Section 7. Any person, firm or cor- 
poration who shall violate any of the 
provisions of this ordinace shall, upon 
conviction thereof, be punished by a 
fine of not less than Ten Dollars and 
not exceeding Fifty Dollars and the 
costs of prosecution, and in default of 
the payment of such fine and costs 
such person, so convicted, shall be con- 
fined in the county or city jail until 
such fine and costs are pata not cx- 
ceeding the term of ninety days. 

Section 8. All ordinances and parts 
of ordinances contrary to the provisions 
hereof are hereby repealed.

Gentlemen of the Council: 


i return herewith to you without my 
approval an ordinance passed at your 
regular session of June 2nd, amending 
Section 1 of an ordinance No. 27 known 
as the food ordinance. Rule 18 of the 
City Council provides that when an or- 
dinance is introduced it must be en- 
dorsed by the city attorney as to its 
legality. This ordinance was not so 
endorsed. 


Ordinance No. 27 was first passed on 
November 18, 1918 and subsequently on 
April 21, 1919, Sections 1, 2, 3, 6, 7, 8, 
19 and 23 were amended by a unani- 
mous vote of the council present and 
voting. The ordinance has since been 
in force and effect without alteration or 
amendment which is a period of eleven 
years. During the existence of this or- 
dinance many cities of the state have 
copied their food ordinance after this 
ordinance. I believe it is a law which 


is fair, reasonable and yet sufficiently , 


strong to protect the people of the city. 


The amendment passed at your last 
meeting exempts from the operation of 
this ordinance persons, firms or cor- 
porations who sell popcorn, factory 
wrapped candy and nuts and conse- 
quently they do not come under the 
jurisdiction of the health department 
tor regulation, neither does it require 
them to secure a health certificate nor 
food license. In my opinion this throws 
the gate wide open for persons who are 
not 1n sound health, affected with con- 
tagious or other infectious diseases 
dangerous to the public health. In view 
of the fact, therefore, that many chil- 
dren would patronize persons of this 
kind, would subject themselves to con- 
traction of infectious diseases. 


We have in our city hundreds of drug 
stores, food merchants, fruit dealers, 
contectionery stores who pay high tax- 
es, contribute to the upbuilding of our 
city and who are under the regulation 
and supervision of the city health de- 
partment and it is my firm conviction 
that these people are entitled to protec. 
tion by the city officials against fly-by- 
night or temporary institutions which 
pay no taxes. 

{ believe therefore, that we shoulda 
not let down our regulations so far as 
sanitary handling of food is concerned 


ep a SS me ee iw ea 
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but rather strengthen our ordinances 
along this line. 

I trust that my sincerity in disapprov- 
ing this ordinance will not be ques- 
tioned by anyone as I am doing it on 
account of my inner convictions and I 
am not conscious of being prejudiced 
to any extent whatsoever. 

I therefore veto said ordinance. \

Gentlemen: 


Referring to a resolution passed by 
the City Council at your meeting of 
June 2nd last, in which was referred 
to, me for my opinion, an ordinance to 
regulate and license hawking, pedding, 
etc., within the City of Lansing, you 
are advised that in so far as the form 
of this ordinance is concerned that I 
think it complies with all the require- 
ments of the charter and the state law. 


Section 4, however, I am thoroughly 
convinced would be an unconstitutional 
provision.. The power to license is 
commensurate with the power to regu- 
late so far as the amount of the license 
charge is concerned. While the city 
council has a considerable discretion in 
the amount to be charged for the li- 
cense at the same time the court uni- 
formly holds that the license fee must 
not be confiscatory. In other words, 
the right to regulate and license does 
not include within it the right to con- 
fiscate and prevent the business being 
done by a great number entering into 
the business for the benefit of a few. 
I consider the $10.00 a day charge for 
the license for day to day peddling one 
that the courts of this state would not 
sustain if presented to them as a matter 
of practice under his ordinance.

An Ordinance to regulate and license 
the selling of fruit and vegetables by 
jobbers, wholesalers and, commission 
men in the City of Lansing and to pro- 
vide a penalty for violations of the 
terms thereof and to repeal all ordi- 
nances inconsistent therewith. 

THE CITY OF LANSING ORDAINS: 

section 1. It shall hereafter be un- 
lawful for ary person, persons, firm or 
corporation to sell any fruit or vege- 
tables within the corporate. limits of the 
City of Lansing as jobbers. wholesa'- 
ers or commission men either from ve- 
hicles or from’ warehouse or storage 
places unless such person, persons, firm 
or corporation shall first obtain from 
the City of Lansing a license for such 
purpose. 

Section 2. This ordinance shall not 
apply to the sale of fruits and vege- 
tables raised on premises, owned or oc- 
cupied by the person selling the same 
at the city market nor to the sale of 
such produce by such persons by carry- 
ing the same from place to place in the 
City of Lansing and selling to the con- 
sumer. This ordinance shall not apply 
to the delivery of fruits or vegetables 
sold by retail grocers of the city nor 
shall it apply to sales for charitable 
purposes by residents of the city. 

Section 3. Any person. persons, firm 
or corporation desiring to sell fruits or 
vegetables within the said City of Lan- 
sing as jobbers. wholesalers or com- 
mission men shall first apply to the 
City Clerk of said City of Lansing and 
receive from said City Clerk a license 
in such form as the City. Clerk may 
prescribe and shall set forth the full 
name of the applicant, the residence of 
the applicant, the place from which said 
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applicant conducts his business and one 
or more references, and shall be ac- 
companied by the fee hereinafter pre- 
scribed which shall be returned to the 
applicant in the event that no license 
is issued to him. 

Section 4. No license shall be granted 
until the applicant applying therefor 
shall have paid to the City Clerk the 
sum of One Hundred Fifty ($150.00) 
Dollars covering the period from May 
first of each year until the succeeding 
’ Blst day of April. Provided, that a 
license for any less period of time may 
be issued upon the payment of Ten 
($10.00) Dollars for each day that such 
license is to be in force and effect. 

Section 5. The provisions of this or- 
dinance shall not be construed to ap- 
ply to nor regulate commercial travel- 
ers employed in selling such fruits and 
vegetables to merchants of the city to 
be retailed by them. 

Section 6. No license granted under 
the provisions of this ordinance shall 
be assigned by its holder to any per- 
son, persons, firm or corporation. 

Section 7. Every person claiming tc 
have a license issued under the pro- 
visions of this ordinance shall exhibit 
the same to any member of the city 
police upon demand and a refusal to 
exhibit the same when so demanded 
shall be deemed conclusive proof to 
such officer that no such license has 
been issued to such person. 

Section 8. Any person, persons, firm 
or the officers of any corporation that 
shall violate any of the provisions of 
this ordinance shall upon conviction 
thereof be punished by a fine of not 
less than Five ($5.00) Dollars and not 
exceeding One Hundred ($100.00) Dol- 
lars and the cost of prosecution and in 
default of the payment of such fine and 
costs, such person so convicted shall be 
confined in the County or City Jail as 
the court may direct until such fine 
and costs are paid not exceeding the 
term of thirty (30) days.

To the Gentlemen of the Council: 

I return herewith without my ap- 
proval a resolution adopted at your 
regular meeting June 9th, introduced 
by Ald. L. J. Smith, directing the Su- 
perintendent of Public Works to cut 
all obnoxious weeds and charge the cost 
thereof to the Contingent Fund. 

My reasons for disapproving the res- 
olution are as follows: Subdivision 39 
of Section 59 of the City Charter pro- 
vides the method by which all thistles, 
burdocks, yellow docks, and other ob- 
noxious weeds or objectionable weeds 
shall be destroyed. The Charter states 
in part: ‘‘and the cost of destroying 
or removing such weeds shall be paid 
from the City Treasury, and _ the 
amount thereof assessed against the 
property on the next general assess- 
ment roll of the city.’’ The Charter 
therefore is clear as to the method of 
paying for destroying obnoxious weeds. 

It is furthermore very evident to me 
that citizens who take care of their 
property by keeping it free from ob- 
jectionable weeds should not be penal- 
ized for the neglect of people who do 
not take care of weeds on their prop- 
erty. By charging the cost to the Con- 
tingent Fund, it is nothing more or 
less than using public funds for pri- 
vate purposes, and this should not be 
permitted. 

The claim has been made that it is 
difficult to keep track of the descrip- 
tions, but I am convinced that this is 
not the case if a competent person who 
understands plats is employed to keep 
check of the properties upon which 
the weeds are cut. Last year consid- 
erable objection was made because 
weed cutters destroyed flowers in peo- 
ple’s back yards. I trust this will not 
occur this year. 

I believe we should follow the Char- 
ter, and in this way the cost will be 
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placed where it properly belongs; and, 

as I have said before, people who take 

care of their property will not be pen- 

alized by the neglect of the careless 

ones. 

I therefore veto said resolution.

ORDINANCES 


Ald. Templeton introduced the fol- 
lowing ordinance which was read a first 
and second time by its title and refer- 
red to the Committee on Ordinances. 
AN ORDINANCE to regulate or prohib- 

it the producing or showing of any 

show, moving picture, vaudeville act, 
or theatrical play within the City of 

Lansing which is contrary to good 

order or public welfare as defined 

herein, to repeal all ordinances or 
parts of ordinances in conflict here- 
with and provide penalties for viola- 
tion hereof. 

THE CITY OF LANSING ORDAINS: 

Section 1. It shall be unlawful for 
any person or persons, company, or cor- 
poration, to advertise, produce or ex- 
hibit or cause to be advertised, pro- 
duced or exhibited at any time or place 
in the City of Lansing any theatrical 
play, act, picture, moving picture, dra- 
ma, photo drama, sketch, vaudeville 
act or historical production which is 
contrary to good order and the public 
welfare as herein defined. 


Section 2. Any theatrical play, act, 
picture, moving picture, drama, photo 
drama, sketch, vaudeville act or histor- 
ical production shall be deemed to be 
contrary to good order and the public 
welfare which violates by word, act or 
gesture the following code of princi- 
ples, viz.: 

(a) The use of liquor in American 
life, shall be restricted to the actual 

aoe of characterization or 


ar Acts of murder or brutality 
shall be presented in such a way as 
will not inspire imitation. 

(c) Methods of crime shall not be 
presented in explicit detail. 

(dad) Scenes depicting human passion 
shall not be introduced when not essen- 
tial to the plot. The sanctity of the 
marriage relation and the home shall 
be upheld. 

(e) Profanity, obscenity in word, 
gesture, reference, song, joke or by 
suggestion, indecent or undue exposure 
of the person, and vulgarity in word or 
action are forbidden. 

(f) Religious faith shall not be used 
as a subject of ridicule. 

(g) Ministers of any religious faith 
in their character as such shall not be 
used as comic character or as villains. 

Section 3. On or before the first day 

Ob. is teeters , A. D. 1930, the Mayor 
of the City with the approval of the 
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Council shall appoint a board of five 
members that shall be known as the 
Board, who shall hold office as follows, 
viz.: Two for one year and three for 
two years and thereafter all such board 
shall be appointed for a two year term. 

Section 4. It shall be the duty of 
such board to organize by electing one 
of their number as President and one 
as Secretary and provide rules of pro- 
cedure, time of meetings and such 
other measures as they may deem ad- 
visible to enforce the provisions of this 
ordinance. 

Section 5. It shall be the duty of 
such board to require all theatrical 
plays, acts, pictures, moving pictures, 
dramas, photo dramas, sketches, vau- 
deville acts, and historical productions 
and all advertising therefor to be pre- 
sented to such board at such time and 
place for such examination as such 
board may require previous to the 


time that such theatrical plays, acts, 


pictures, moving pictures, dramas, 
photo dramas, sketches, vaudeville acts 
and historical productions are adver- 
tised, produced, or exhibited in the 
City of Lansing... 

Section 6. It is hereby made the duty 
of every person or persons, firms or 
corporation before advertising, produc- 
ing or exhibiting any such plays, acts, 
pictures, moving pictures, dramas, pho- 
to dramas, sketches, vaudeville acts, 
and historical productions to present 
to said board all advertising to be used 
in connection therewith and give such 
board all information, or pre-showing 
as such board\ may require, so that 
said board may determine as_ to 
whether or not such plays, acts, pic- 
tures, moving pictures, dramas, photo 
dramas, sketches, vaudeville acts, and 
historical productions are contrary to 
good order or public welfare as herein 
defined and if not approved by said 
board, then it shall be unlawful for 
such plays, acts, pictures, moving pic- 
tures, dramas, photo dramas, sketches, 
vaudeville acts and historical produc- 
tions to be advertised or produced in 
the City of Lansing. 

Section 7. All Ordinances or parts of 
ordinances heretofore passed or in ef- 
cert covtrary to the provisions thereof 
are hereby repealed. 

Section 8. If any provision of the 
foregoing ordinance is held invalid by 
a court of competent jurisdiction such 
invalidity shall not affect the remaining 
portions of said ordinance and the re- 
maining provisions thereof will remain 
in full force and effect. 

Section 9. Any person, persons, com- 
pany or corporation, its officers or 
agents violating any of the provisions 
of this ordinance shall upon conviction 
thereof before a court of competent 
jurisdiction forfeit its license to con- 
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tinue in such business and in addition 
thereto be punished by a fine not ex- 
ceeding One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars 
or by imprisonment in the county jail 
of Ingham County for a period not ex- 
ceeding ninety days or by both such 
fine and imprisonment in the discretion 
of the trial court.

AN ORDINANCE to License and Reg- 

ulate Bill Posting, Bill Distributing, 

Sign Advertising and General Adver- 

tising of That Nature Within the 

Limits of the City of Lansing and 

providing penalties for violations 

thereof. 
THE CITY OF LANSING ORDAINS: 

Section 1. No person, company or 
corporation by its officers or agents 
shall carry on the business of bill post- 
ing, bill distributing or sign advertising 
or post or distribute any bill within 
the City of Lansing, without first hav- 
ing procured a license as required by 
the terms of this ordinance. 

' Section 2. The words ‘‘bill posting, 
bill distributing or sign advertising’’ 
shall be construed to cover the act of 
entering residences or places of busi- 
ness in said city for the purpose of cir- 
culating pamphlets, circulars or adver- 
tisements of any kind, or posting or 
painting advertisements of any nature 
whatever except notices required by 
law and signs upon stores and business 
places appropriate to the business car- 
ried on therein, and no person shall on 
any pretext whatever or under any 
circumstances without having paid the 
license fee hereinafter required and 
procured the license, distribute adver- 
tisements of his own coupled with oth- 
ers, or containing advertisements of 
other parties. Food products or sam- 
ples of same shall not be distributed in 
said city for advertising purposes as 
stated aforesaid by any person unless 
after written permission in each case 
obtained from the City Council who 
shall consult with the Health Officer 
of the city in all cases before granting 
permission. If upon examination by 
the Health Officer the food products or 
samples of same proposed to be dis- 
tributed are found to contain any mat- 
ter or thing injurious to the public 
health, the Cit, Council shall not grant 
the permission. In all cases where 
such permission is granted it shall only 
be construed to permit the person to 
whom it is granted to go upon private 
property for the purpose of handing 
such food products or sample of same 
to some adult person and for no other

purpose in connection with such busi- 
ness. 


Lansing shall issue to any. person, com- 
pany or corporation, upon application 
therefor, a license to carry on such 
business of bill posting, bill distribut- 
ing and sign advertising within said 
city upon payment by said person, 
company or corporation to the City 
Treasurer, the sum of $25.00 a year, 
and a pro rata amount for a less pe- 
riod of time: Provided, That no such 
license shall be issued for less than 
Ten Dollars, and all such licenses shall 
expire not later than the 31st day of 
April following the date of issue, such 
license not to be transferable, and any 
person, company or corporation holding 
such license may act by employes, pro- 
viding each such employe shall be fur- 
nished with a certificate dated and 
signed by the City Clerk showing the 
authority of such employe, for which 
a fee of one dollar shall be paid to the 
city. 

Section 4. Whenever a license is is- 
sued to any person, company or corpo- 
ration to carry on such business within 
the City of Lansing, the City Clerk 
shall issue a certificate thereof under 
his hand and the seal of the city upon 
the payment of such license fee. All 
certificates issued by said Clerk shall 
be numbered in the order in which 
they are issued and every person en- 
gaged in the business of bill posting, 
bill distributing and sign advertising, 
shall have in his possession the license 
issued to him for such business and 
any licenses issued hereunder shall be 
accepted on the expressed condition 
that it shall be revokable at the will 
of the City Council. 

Section 5. The City Council may 
grant to any religious, political, social 
or charitable organization applying 
therefor permission in writing to ad- 
vertise meetings called by them. The 
City Council shall have authority to 
grant to any person, company or corpo- 
ration engaged in wholesale or retail 
business from stores to factories, lo- 
cated within the limits of the City of 
Lansing, permission to distribute ad- 
vertisements from house to house, or 
business place to business place, adver- 
tising the business in which such per- 
son, company or corporation is directly 
engaged, and no bond or license fee 
shall be required. In such place, how- 
ever, the person, the company or cor- 
poration shall comply with all the other 
provisions of this ordinance and with 
those of all other ordinances now or 


hereafter enacted relative to such busi- 


ness. 

Section 6. In case any person, com- 
pany or corporation shall be convicted 
of or plead guilty to a violation of this 
ordinance or any other ordinances of 


Section 3. The Clerk of said City of 
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the City of Lansing now or hereafter 
enacted relative to said business, in any 
court of competent jurisdiction, the 
Mayor shall immediately revoke the li- 
cense of such person, company or cor- 
poration by notice in writing mailed or 
delivered to the licensee. The word 
‘“‘Corporation”’ as used in this ordinance 
shall be deemed to include the officers 
thereof and they may be prosecuted 
hereunder the same as any other per- 
son. This ordinance shall not be con- 
strued so as to permit bill distributing 
in any ofr the streets, lanes or al- 
leys or public places of the City of 
Lansing or to permit the distribution 
and leaving of advertising matters in 
places where same will be blown about 
by the wind. Where advertising mat- 
ter or bills are distributed in business 
places or at houses every piece thereof 
shall be left in some box or secure 
place attached to the building or place. 


Section 7. Any person, company or 
corporation, its officers or agents vio- 
lating any of the provisions of this or- 
dinance shall, upon conviction thereof, 
before a court of competent jurisdic- 
tion, be punished by a fine not exceed- 
ing one hundred dollars, or by impris- 
onment in the county jail of Ingham 
County for a period not exceeding 
ninety days, or by both such fine and 
imprisonment in the discretion of the 
court trying the offender. 


Section 8. All ordinances and parts 
of ordinances now in effect contrary to 
the provisions hereof are hereby re- 
pealed. 

Section 9. If any of the provisions of 
this ordinance are declared invalid by 
any court of competent jurisdiction, 
such invalidity shall not affect the 
other and remaining provisions hereof.

To the Honorable Mayor and City 
Council, City Hall, Lansing, Mich- 
igan. 

Gentlemen :— 

Complying with your request for an 
explanation stating why a 12-inch 
water main is necessary in Turner 
Street, we respectfully submit the fol- 
lowing: 

Approximately 544 acres were added 
at the north end of the city a few years 
ago. Only two north and south streets 
cross the railroad tracks into this ter- 
ritory: East Street and Turner Street. 
From the standpoint of proper distri- 
bution of water and pressure for fire 
purposes, both of these streets should 
have a large feeder water main and 
these mains should be eventually tied 
together with another large main near 
the north end of the mains to provide 
adequate pressure and to provide serv- 
ice if either main should* have a leak, 
or if for any purpose such as construc- 
tion of other mains or repairs to mains 
it is necessary to temporarily shut off 
the water in any sma: section. 


If a smaller main is constructed in 
Turner Street at this time it will be 
necessary at some future date to replace 
it with a larger main. A 12-inch con- 
nection was brought north from the 12- 
inch main in Grand River Avenue so 
that when Turner Street is repaved, the 
present 6-inch main in Turner Street 
north of Grand River Avenue could be 
replaced with a 12-inch main. The new 
territory at the north of the city is well 
served with railroads and is very. likely 
to develop industrially, and such a de- 
velopment would call for an adequate 
supply of water.

My attention has been called to the 
fact that at your meeting held last 
week a request was made that I give 
an opinion as to whether or not it was 
legal to pay election inspectors more 
than the 3744c per hour as set forth in 
the city charter. 

Your attention is called to Section 15, 
page 6, of the present City Charter in 
wh ch provision is made tor the desig- 
nation of election inspectors and for 
the appointment of election inspectors 
for each election, and provides further 
that the aldermen from each ward by 
virtue of their office, when eligible are 
members of the election board and that 
authority is granted for the appoint- 
ment of electors of the ward to fill any 
vacancy in such board of election in- 
spectors. In so far as the compensa- 
tion is concerned the charter has this 
language: 

‘‘Kach inspector of election shall re- 
ceive aS compensation therefor the sum 
of 37%c per hour.’’ 

This is the only provision of the 
charter having reference to compensa- 
tion to be paid and: you will note that 
the language itself answers the ques- 
tion you have presented to me and that 
is that when it used the word ‘‘there- 
for’’ it had in mind for all time that 
the inspectors might serve as a mem- 
ber of such board. 

It is my opinion that the city charter 
by its terms limits the payment of com- 
pensation to election inspectors to the 
amount of 37%c per hour for all time 
spent by them as members of such 
board.

From 
experience it is found that vehicular 
traffic pays more respect to a cross- 
walk at a logical location at the inter- 
section, than it does to a crosswalk 
marked in the middle of a block.

ORDINANCES 


Ald. Thoman introduced the following 
ordinance which was read a first and 
second time by its title and referred 
to the Committee on Ordinances:— 

An Ordinance to regulate and contro! 
the parking of automobiles and other 
vehicles in lands adjacent to the city 
hall and to authorize the issuing, by 
the Chief of Police, of permits to park 
on such lands and to provide penalties 
for violations of such regulations. 


THE CITY OF LANSING ORDAINS: 


Section 1. It shall be unlawful for 
any person, or persons to park any au- 
tomobile or other vehicle in or on any 
of the lands adjacent to the South and 
East sides of the city hall without first 
obtaining a permit to so park from 
oe Chief of Police of the City of Lan- 
sing. 

Section 2. The Chief of Police of the 
City of Lansing is hereby authorized 
to regulate and control the parking 
oi automobiles and other vehicles in the 
lands adjacent to the South and East 
sides of the city hall. He may set aside 
such space as he may deem necessary 
for the use of city officials and for the 
use of the public, such space to be 
designated by proper signs. He shall 
issue such permits as he may deem 
necessary and advisable to city officials 


for the use of such parking space. He. 


is hereby authorized tp revoke any 


‘such permits so issued by him at any 


time he may deem it necessary or ad- 
visable. 

Section 8. Any person violating any 
of the provisions of this ordinance or. 
the regulations established by such 
Chief of Police shall, upon convicticn 
thereof, be punished by a fine not ex- 
ceeding Dollars and in default 
of such payment of such fine, by im- 
prisonment in the city jail for a perioa 
not to exceed days. 


Ald. Thoman introduced the follow- 
ing ordinance which was read a first 
and second time by its title and re- 
ferred to the Committee on Ordi- 
nances :— 

An Ordinance to create a Planning 
Commission and provide its powers and 
duties. 

THE CITY OF LANSING ORDAINS: 

Section 1. There is hereby created 
a Planning Commission to consist of 
seven duly qualified electors and free- 
holders of the City of Lansing to be 
appointed by the mayor with the ap- 
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proval of the council, as soon as pos- 
sible after this ordinance becomes ef- 
fective. The mayor shail appoint three 
tinembers of such Planning Commission 
whose terms of office shall expire De- 
cember 31st, 1931, two members whose 
terms of office shalk expire on Decem- 
ber 31st, 1932. and two members whose 
term of office shall expire December 
3ist, 19338. On the second Monday in 
January of 1932 or as soon thereafter 
as may be the mayor with the approval 
of the council shall appoint the num- 
ber of members required on said com- 
mission for a full term of three years. 
All members of such cominission shall 
hold their office until their successors 
are appointed and duly qualified. 

Section 2. The Planning Commission 
hereby created shall hold meetings at 
least once in each month and _ shall 
‘prescribe its own rules of organization 
anid procedure and shall serve with- 
out pay. ‘There shall be a record made 
of its proceedings. 

Section 3. It shall be the duty ot 
said Commission to give due considera- 
tion of all matters pertaining to the 
future planning of the City of Lansing 
particularly those matters referred to 
it by the City Council having to do 
with the Zoning Ordinance _ restric- 
tions and the provisions of the build- 
ine code. It shall be the further 
duty of said commission to arange all 
undistricted areas of the City of Lan- 
sing when required by the council. All 
matters referred to such commission by 
the council for consideration shall be 
reported on to the council at the earl- 
iest opportunity either with approval or 
disapproval or with recommended 
’ changes. 

Section 4. All matters presented to 
the city council requesting changes in 
or additions to the present classifica- 
tion of property as to ‘‘Use and Oc- 
cupancy’”’ or “Height and Area’ under 
the Zoning Ordinance and changes in 
any classification provided for in the 
Building Code shall befure being voted 
upon in the council be referred to the 
Planning Commission for consideration 
and report. If the report of such com- 
mission on any matter so referred to 
it is unfavorable such proposed change 
must be passed by at least three- 
fourths of the aldermen elect to be- 
come effective.

With reference to our recent conver- 
sation regarding installation of flash- 
light signals at Saginaw, May and 
Sher:dan Streets in the City of Lansing. 


I am attaching blue print which I 
have just received from our Signal 
Electrical &nginer. This print shows 
suggested locations of center of the 
street type and the gross cost of project 
is estimated at $6,987.00. 


Under this arrangement, we will re- 
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tain the Crossing Watchman at May 
Street and the crossing bells will be so 
arranged that he will be in position to 
control their operation providing yard 
engines are making switch movements 
in that territory which might result in 
false indication of the crossing signals 
at any one of the streets referred to. 
In addition the signals will be track 
circuit controlled and on the approach 
of any trains, signals will be automati- 
cally placed in operation. 


This crossing protection will not only 
expedite the movement of traffic to a 
considerable extent but will also insure 
greater safety at the crossings. 


I understand that the Chamber of 
Commerce have recently made checks 
at several crossings controlled by 
gates with the result that they found 
bad delays to traffic at practically all 
the main traveled streets on which there 
are grade crossings. 


Providing the proposed installation of 
flashlight signals meets with approval 
of the City Council, will you kindly 
refer the matter to the Michigan Public 
Utilities Commission with request that 
they arrange for an early inspection 
with interested persons present. 

This procedure is required in order 
that required order may be issued by 
the Commission. I will very much ap- 
preciate receiving a copy of your letter 
to the Commission with the return of 
the attached blue print.
